GREGORY CONVICTED. 


Jury Finds Eben J. Gregory Guilty 
of Manslaughter after Twenty- 
four Hours of Deliberation. 

Sentence Will be Passed 


Tomgrrow by Court. 


The jury in the trial of Eben J. 
Gregory, charged with the murder 
of John Brennan in a garage on 
Figueroa street, near Fourth, Au- 
gust 20, 1916, returned a verdict of 
manslaughter at 11:30 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, after being out 
twenty-four hours. Judge McCor- 
mick announced that sentence will 
be pronounced on the convicted man 
tomorrow morning. 

The tragedy was the result of a 
quarrel over some bed linen. The 
evidence introduced, showed that 
Gregory had acc Brennan's 
mother of stealing a quanity of linen 
from a rooming-house in which 
Brennan and his mother had lived, 
and that Brennan had gone to the 
garage, and, meeting Gregory, un- 
dertook to fo an apology. In 
t ‘followed, 


hanging close by and taking a re 
volver from the pocket, shot Bren- 
nan as the latter was running away. 
The defense set up that the shooting 
was in self-defense and took place 
while Brennan had Gregory on the 
floor pummeling him unmercifully. 

It is alleged that the verdict was 
a compromise, reached only after a 
strenuous twenty-four hours of de- 
liberation. Two of the jury are sald 
to have favored second-degree mur- 
der, four manslaughter and six were 
for acquittal. Deputy District At- 
torney Self handled the case for the 
prosecution and Attorneys Earl 
Rogers and J s Hosick repre- 
sented the defendant. The penalty 
under the law is from one to ten 
years in the penitentiary. The case 
will probably be appealed.

Unable to Get Work, He Says, 


Frank Frederick Wolfe of No. 849 
South Olive street wants a job, He 
was until recently in the German 
army, where he received wounds 


that incapacitetegd him from hard 
works he declares. He has tried to 
get work, he says, without success. 

Saturday he d his room rent 
for a week and then found he 
sufficient funds for only a frugal 
meal. The future was very dark for 
the former soldier. 

At the beginning of the war he 
was shot in the breast and found a 
disabled soldier is not of much con- 
sequence in a country at war. There- 
fore, he came to the land of op- 
portunity, to America. 

After a year of struggle, he says in 
a letter addressed to Chief of Po- 
Mee Butler, he has learned a wound- 
ed soldier is handicapped here just 
about as much as in Burope. He 
wrote the Chief that he was ill, out 


of work and wanted something to 


do. There was an implied threat 
threat that 


a living honestly and falls, he may 
turn to crime. 

Chief Butler has several thousand 
real criminals on his hands—men 
who are willing to do anything from 
clubbing a belated citizen and rob- 
bing him, to blowing the front off 
a safe. Therefore he sent for Mr. 
Wolfe, placed an “iron man” in his 
hand and told him to come back to- 
day and an effort would be made 
to get him work. 

Mr. Wolfe in his letter implied 
he was prevented from getting work 
because of his nationality. 

He sald that at the beginning of 
the war he was flying with an avi- 
ator, making maps of the enemy 
country, when a bullet tore into 
his breast. 

He hed no passport or other cre- 
dentials to bear out his story, but 
nevertheless the head of the police 
department will endeavor to secure 
him work today, as he has labored 
to get hundreds of other young men 
work. Mr. Wolfe says he will to- 
day show proof that he was dis- 
charged from the German army for 
disability. His credentials will de 
checked up by German authorities.

In his sermon yesterday, Rev. 
Charles F. Hutslar, minister of the 
Broadway Christian Church, said, in 


“Today we, the constituents of 
these churches, again pause for a 
moment on life's strenuous march, 
not only to tenderly reflect upon the 
lingering memories of similar occa- 
sions, but also to renew, as we stand 
upon the threshold of another year, 
eur convenant of allegiance with our 
Lord and Christ, and to strengthen 
from the living fountains of God's 
grace our weakened sinews, that we 
may go forward in this world-con- 
quest for Jesus Christ in the strength 
of His might. The great principle of 
Mr. Coulter's life and activity was 


‘Not by might, nor by power, but 
by My spirit, saith the Lord of 
Hosts.’ Thus he chose for his theme 
on this annual occasion: ‘Have Faith 
in God.“ Mark 11:22. 

“Faith is an imperative factor in 
all the economy of human existence 
and accomplishment. It is not a 
heritage designed for a select few, 
but is a rich asset of life at the dis-

faith, both from the standpoint of 
secular achievement, as well as from 
the standpoint of spiritual attain- 
ments has not been restricted to any 
man-made standards of learning or 
social prestige, but has seemed to 
be in its accessability to man, as 
the immeasurable, unselfish sunshine 
from heaven, with the only condition 
that men take it and develop it 
under the impulse of their aspiring 
purposes, whether those purposes be 
divine or human in their nature. 

“The mighty men of the world in 
every department of life's activity 
have borne no special marks of a 
superior intelligence from the stand- 
point of secular learning, neither 
were they creatures who were es- 
Pecially favored by congenial cir- 
cumstances and conditions. True, the 
great Apostie to the Gentile was 
a man of much learning, yet he was 
bold to declare in substance that 
the blessed accomplishments of his 
life were not the result of his high or- 
der of mental development, but were 
the outstanding expressions of his 
unshaken faith in Jesus Christ, 
which was rooted deep in his heart. 

“The underlying principle of the 
all but miraculous achievements of 
Thomas A. Edison is faith. In fact, 
all men work, achieve and live by 
faith, And the man who declares 
himself a nonbeliever, is as much 
of a fool as a man who will go into 
his home on a clear, bright day, 
close the doors, pull the blinds, then, 
after shutting out every ray of light, 
sit down in his gloomy cell, and 
deny the very existence of that which 
Is beaming without measure upon 
the impenetrable background, made 
so by his own negative attitude. 
“Man in his unsurrendered life 
and his skeptical attitude builds up 
the walls of doubt with his own 
hands, which forbids the entrance 
and the development of that living, 
vitalizing faith, without which de- 
feat is inevitable. No man can 
please God without faith, The 
prevailing force in directing the 
eause of Jesus Christ through His 
church for the evangelization of the 
world is not in brute strength, gold. 
or intellect, or even in the zealous 
exercise of man-interpreted princi- 
ples of morality, but only in prop- 
erly centralizing and earnestly ex- 
ercising that powerful and innate 
faculty, which God has so wonder- 
fully designed for the human soul, 
and which has marked every act in 
the cycle of events that has Rad to 
do with the progress of mankind, 
namely: Faith in Gos.“

AIL, NEW ORLEANS! 
Today is a legal holiday tm the State 


of Louisiana in commemoration of Jack- 


son’s victory over Pakenham at the battle 
of New Orleans 101 years ago, and al- 
though not a legal holiday in any other 
State, it is observed in many cities with 
parades and holiday rejoicings and Jack- 
sonian banquets. 

The peculiarity of the battle of New 
Orleans was that it was fought by the ar- 
mies of two nations that were at peace 
with each other. The treaty of Ghent was 
signed December 24, 1814, the commission- 
ers on the part of the United States being 
John Quincy Adams, James A. Bayard, 
Henry Clay, Jonathan Russell and Albert 
Gallatin. The treaty was promptly ratified 
by both governments, By the treaty neither 
power conceded anything to the other. It 
was simply a treaty to quit fighting. Noth- 
ing was said about the right of search and 
impressment of seamen, out of which the 
war arose, and although England never aft- 


There was then no wireless, no cable, no 
ocean steamers and no means of crossing 
the Atlantic, except by sailing ships, which 
consumed thirty days or more in making 
the voyage. The hattle of New Orleans 
was fought fifteen days after the treaty of 
peace was signed, but the result of that 
battle was undoubtedly not without its et- 
fect on Great Britain, which never again 
attempted to aggress upon the rights of the 
United States on sea or land, until re 
cently, when she seized some of our sh 
and rified our mail bags. 

While the peace commissioners were in 
session at Ghent, in Belgium, Gen. Pak- 
enham, with a force of 12,000 British vet- 
erans, landed below New Orleans. Gen. 
Jackson, with only 6000 militia, hastened 
to meet him and fortified the approach to 
the city with cotton bales. He had only a 
few pieces of artillery, but his soldiers were 
experienced riflemen, of whom it was said 
that they could shoot the eye out of a 
squirrel at 100 yards distance. The orders 
of Gen. Jackson to his troops were ex- 
pressed in doggerel which has become his- 


toric: 

“Wait till you see the whites of their eyes, 
and then fire, 3 

Were the orders given by A. Jackson, 
Esquire.” 

The battle lasted but thirty minutes, 
when the British retreated, leaving 2600 
men dead or wounded, while the American 
loss was but eight killed and thirteen 
wounded. The battle of New Orleans dem- 
onstrated not only the superior marksman- 
ship of American soldiers, but the advan- 
tage of a cotton bale over a stone wall as 
a fortification. 


RE ALL MEN EQUAL? 
Jefferson's statement that “all men are 
created equal” was aptly interpreted by 


Lincoln as “the right of every man to be 


the equal of any man—if he can.” 

Men are not equal in capacity for the 
Struggle of life, or equal in the elements 
that form character and contribute to suc- 
cess. Whether men work with their hands 
or with their brains, they do not equally 
contribute to production and are not equally 
entitled to share in results.

ranted tyranny. It is no more honest for 
one to insist upon having more than he 
has earned than it fs for another to seek 
to prevent him from getting all he has 
earned. It is better to allow Paul to go 
unpaid than to rob Peter in order to dis- 
charge the debt. 1 

Men are politically equal and the equality 
stops there. The day laborer is entitled to 
the same voice in choosing a President or 
& constable as Rockefeller or Morgan, but 
he is not their equal in capacity for the 
struggle of life or In the elements that 
form character and contribute to success. 
In every calling there are differences in 
physical strength, activity and endurance. 
There are differences in industry, in the 
disposition as well as the capacity to work, 
and in the incentives and motives for ef 
fort. 

Innate qualities produce differences in 
habit, differences in intelligence, differences 
in capacity for training, differences in abil- 
ity for acquiring skill and differences in the 
results attained. There is inequality in 
industry, in ambition, in willingness to work 
steadily, in thrift and in the desire to better 
one’s condition. 

Says Fiske in his work on “Honest Hus! 
ness: “It is not alone in the elements of 
efficiency for the world’s work that men 
are created unequal. Personal qualities de- 
velop with their growth which seriously 
affect their fortunes. Some have attractive 
traits which are the gift of birth and in- 
heritance and which help them to find op- 
portunity and to hold to it. Others are 
always ready to help them along rather 
than to hinder them or to take advantage 
of them. Some lack these gifts and some 
are afflicted with repellent traits which 
hamper their efforts, however meritorious, 
from the point of view of efficiency and 
fidelity. These differences are mainly a 
matter of natural endowment and not of 
the will of those who are blest or cursed 
with them.” 

There are differences of condition and 
environment in which men are born and 
spend their early years which have decisive 
results in their lives, independently of their 
native faculties and capacities. Some owe 
everything and many owe much to favoring 
circumstances supplied by the efforts of 
others, and many, from one defege and an- 
other, fall to benefit by the advantages of 
birth, surroundings and every helpful in- 
flu@énce. On the other hand, many with the 
germs of good quality and fine capacity are 
so submerged and overwhelmed in adverse 
conditions at the beginning of life that they 
never accomplish that of which they are 
capable. Only a few among them with ex- 
ceptional endowment and strong ambition, 
by hard struggle make their way to suc- 
cess among the foremost.
